THE DIVINE SOCIAL WORKER. 


Asked by the disciples of John the Baptist: “Art thou he that art to 
come or look we for another?” Christ contented Himself with pointing 
to the wonders of His charity as foretold by Him in the prophecy of _ 
Isaias and now fulfitted by Him in the sight of men: 

“The blind see, the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, the deaf hear, 
the dead rise again, the poor have the Gospel preached to them.”’ 

All these ,it will be noted, are social works, wrought in a Divine man- 
ner as became the Son of God, and prompted by that charity which filled 
His Heart. While curing the body He did not forget the soul, but neither 
did He overlook the physical ailments of men while coming to their 
spiritual relief. : 

What especially excites our surprise, says Pope Leo XIII, is that in 
speaking of the Last Judgment our Lord omits all reference to the works 
of mercy which comfort the soul and refers only to the external works in 
the service of our neighbor: All these He rds as done to Himself: 

“For I was hungry and you gave me to eat; I Was thirsty and you 
gave me to drink; I was a stranger ahd you took mie in; naked and you 
covered me; sick and you visited me; I was in prison and you came to 
me,” 

There is question here of the General dudgment. This is to be pub- 
lic, in the sight of all men. For that reason, it has been suggested, the 
illustrations chosen by our Lord are taken exclusively from our social 
life. Whatever may have been the motive of Our Divine Lord, the choice 
itself of these social works, by whose practice or neglect we embrace our 
Lord or diseard Him, is certainly significant of the high value He places 
upon them. 

Love is the fulfillment of the law, and this love is most strikingly ' 
displayed beforé the world in such external works. 

We are not for this reason to extol the service done for the temporal 
welfare of men over that performed for the salvation of their immortal 
souls. “Fear yé not them that kill the body and are not able to kill the 
soul,” Christ admonishes us . 
| His longing is for the souls of men. He Himself has laid down His 
life for our salvation. Prayers, penances, indulgences and the Sacfaments 
are various means by which we should come to the spiritual gid of our 
fellow-men. But these, thouch all-important, He would ind us, should 
never make us forget the need also of that other service which devotes 
itself to the temporal wants of our neighbor, whether we call it charity 
or Christian social action. 

To éach man falls his own appropriate duty of prayer and works for 
his fellow-men. Our charity embraces al] mankind in every “Our Father” 
proceeding from our lips. But the prayer of mouth and heart should be 
made actual by the works of the mind and of the hands, by instruction, 
sacrifice and labor. 

Our love, like the charity of Christ, should extend from the needs at 
home to the crying wants of the missions afar, that so it may embrace 
in its Service and prayers and alms the whole round earth that God has 
peopled with immortal souls, This is the true spirit of Christian brother- 
hood. And we shall find on the last dwy that in all that we have done for 
others we have but embraced in our arms Christ the Lord and surely hold 
Him to our heart, our own for all eternity. Such is Christian charity and 
such is its reward.
